them. Some fele&t men have debated with us of rhe 
moſt ready way to ſtirre up their people to come in rea- 


dily, and they ſuggeſted and made it apparent that the 


joyning in a Covenant to be ſubſcribed would 


themall,and a forme was agreed upon, which when, 


you ſce, you will eafily diſcerne, hath beene drawne 
up with that warinefſe as to exprefic their defices as 
well as ours, that there might be no boglng at it. And 
when our Commiſhoners and the Commuſſioners of 
vbe Convention and Aflembly had on Wedneſday ar 
night agreed upon the forme, it was the next day 
brought meothe Generall Alembly, where we were 
e preſence, andeye witnefles of what was done, where 
#3 a good introduRtion to n,the Lexter from our Aflem- 

bly 
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bly was firſt read, and entertain-d with great accepes 
yon, (the Moderator ſolemnely profeſſed that it defers 
ved oft to be read amongſt them ) & then the buſineſs 
of the Covenant was propounded, and theforme read 
rwice over. There were _ derweene twenty and 
thirty of their prime Nobiliry, we chinke necr a han- 
dred Noble men and Divines {poke to the buſineſſe 
before it-was Vored, nd man young againſt it, ax- 
the Kings Commiſhoner,who was anſwered and 
deak with, with that wiſedome, freedome, and re- 
folution both by Nobles and Duvines as your heart 
can thinke, though he profeſſed chat as a private man 
he liked jr,and ſaid after the Voting he heard a joytull 
ſound. In fine it was Voted and agreed to be entered 
motor {.btance,for it was by the Moderator declared 
it was the ſubſtance intended and not expreſſions or 
words) aſſo>one as they heard their Brethren in Eag- 
tand agree upon it; we lay their brethen,nor lining ir 
to the Parltament, which poſſibly may not be firting. 

And when have agreed it (as we ou wil 
we are nerfaded is body of the 7 ome of 
Scotland will live and die waly you, and we doubr 
not bur they will be prepznng ſpeedily upon expe- 
&ation of the Covenants paſſing amongſt you. We
